EBHeutiiil SupplioR (Ternf)Oi'ar\ I’oweir.) Act, 194() (XX1\' of 1940), Ihc Central 
Oovernmeut in pleased to make the followiiiK Order, namely : — 

(1) This Order may be called Ihe “ Textile Industry (Control of Production) 
Order 1947 

(2) It, extends to the whole of India. 

(3) It shall eotne into force on the tir.st day of December 1947, 

(4) I’Ilc Tc-Xtilo IiiLlustry (Control ol Production) Order, 1945, published with 
the NoLilination of the (lovennncnt of India in the Department of Industries and 
Civil Supplies, No. T. B, (4)/45, dated the llth Ameust 1945, is hereby repealed: 

Providerl that anything done under any provision of (hat Nulilicntion shall b'' 
deemed to have been done under the correMpmiding provision of this Order. 

2. In this Order, unle.s.s llicrc is anything repugnant in the subject or context — 

(tt) ' producin' ’ mean.s a per.sun engaged in the production hy power of cloth or 
yarn or both ; and the lerm ‘ po-wvr ’ shall have the uioaning attributed to it by 
section 2 (/’) of the Kactorie,s Act, 1934. 

(h) the expressions ' cloth ’, ‘ yarn ’ and ‘ Textile Commissioner ’ shall have (he 
meanings ro.spcctively attributed to tbern in the Cotton CloHi and Yarn (Control) 
Order, 1946 

3. (1) No firoducer shall ))io(luce yarn of counts more than lo in number or 
more than the number specified in column (2) of Schedule A for a plant of the size 
of bin sfiinning plant, whichcvi'i' is less. 

(2) No prorlucer h.iving both a spinning and a weaving plant .shall produce yarn 
of counts ol her than tlinsc specified in Schedule B and C, and no producer w'ho has 
nO weaving plant shall produce yarn of oounls (4hcr than those specified in 
ii^ehedulc C; 

Provided that for the pui'])o.sc8 of this danse — 

(a) th'- same count of war]) and weft yarn produced from the same mixing shall 
he deemed to he one count ; 

(h) where any part of the spinning plant is em])loyod exolusively' for the per- 
formance of any' contract wdth the Crown such part shall if the producer so eleets bo 
deemerl not to form a part of the plant and nothing in this clause shall app)ly in re- 
lation to the j>rod notion of any ymrnin pursuance of such contract ; and the producer 
shall be deemed to have employed a part of the plaiil exclusively' for the perfornianco

pliod to any poraon nitdri' contract with the Orowii to utUiso Huoh yarn tor tlio ))roduc. 
tion of any article for aalo to the Drown and the producer hati isubmitjed to the I’cx- 
tile CommiHaioiicr a report in -writing stating the quaulity, counts, jicriod of delivery 
and the consignee of snoh yarn and the number of spindles einjiloyed and tlie period 
requisite for the piodiiotion of such yarn, 

(3) Nothing in this olause shall apply to the production by a producer on a waste 
spinning plant of waste yarn of 6 h or coarser. 

4. (1) No producer shall produce cloth of a variety not specificrl in Schedule T). 

(12) No producer shall produce cloth of more than two varieties for eyeiv 60 
looms or part thereof in his possession or more than 20 varieties in all, wliiclnvei is 
Jobs in number. 

Explanation. — For the purposes of this aub-olause, cloth shall be deemed to be 
of the same variety if it is woven in the same counts of yarn in wai-p and vvett and in 
the same reed and. pick notwithstanding that it is woven in different width.s, lengths, 
patterns or colours. 

(3) Nothing in this clause shall apply — 

(i) to ololh produced in pursuance of a contract with the (Vown; and the 
o oms employed in the ]iroduction of such cloth shall be excluded in determining the 
number of varieties which may be produced under sub-clause (2) ; 

(ii) to cloth produced for experimental purposes provided the looms employed 
for such production shall not exceed in number one pei cent, of the total number of 
looms in the produeer’.s possession. 

6. No producer ahull produce any cloth -with a border whethei i)lajn dobby or 
jacquard exceeding 2" in width. 

6. The Textile Commissioner may, by an order in writing, rot)uire any pro- 
ducer — 

(i) to utilise a minimum spt'cified number of looms or a minimum specified 
peroontoge > -f his entire -w caving energy as expressed in loom-hours for the production 
of any variety or varieties of cloth ; or 

{ii) to produce any variety or varieties so as not to exceed a maximum specified 
quantity thereof ; and the producer shall comply with such order, 

7. The Textile Commissioner may, by a General or Sfieeial Order and subject 
to snoh ooiiditions as may be specified therein, wholly or partially exempt any pro- 
ducer or class of producers from the operation of aU or any of I be provisions of this 
Order. ^ 

8. (1) The Textile Commissioner may wiili a view' to seeuriijg i;mplinrioe with 
this Order — 

(1) requue any person to give any information in his possession with res[)Oot to 
any business carried on by that or any other person ; 

(ii) inspect or cause to be inspected any books or other doouments belonging to 
or under the control of any person ; 

(ni) enter and search, or authorise any person to enter and search any premises, 
and seize or authorise any person to seize, any cloth or yarn in respect of which he 
has reason to believe that a contravention of this Order has been committed. 

(2) Every producer shall submit to the Textile Commissioner returns in such 
form and at such time as the Textile Commissioner may prescribe by notification in 
the Oazptte of India.
